excited students about to perform for their first time on the 
Esplanade stage in Boston — the stage where the Boston Pops 
performs their July 4 extravaganza.

culmination of an exciting competitive year for the ORR Jazz 
Band. At 12:00 noon the New Bedford Jazz Choir took the stage 
in what proved to be the beginning of some exceptional perfor- 
mances that day.

by Chairman Patricia Ryan. Also present were Selectman 
Naida Parker, Selectman Richard Nunes, and Town 
Administrator James Huntoon. Administrative Assistant 
Veronica Lafreniere was not present for the meeting. 

There being no meeting minutes to approve, the 
board reviewed incoming correspondence for the week, 
beginning with a letter from Jeff Osuch on behalf of the 
Council of SEMASS Communities. The board agreed to 
send a response to Mr. Osuch expressing their support for 
the organization. 

AT&T Broadband submitted a letter regarding the 
town's policy for payment of Police Detail work. Chair- 
man Ryan explained that they devised a policy some time 
ago wherein to guarantee payment, every third party 
police detail was to be pre-paid with a few exceptions, 
among them: AT&T Broadband, Barnes Tree Service, N- 
Star, and Verizon. "We put money into a seed account/ 7 
she said. "We had a group that was exempted from 
having to pre-pay, and one of those members was AT&T 
Broadband." 

Apparently, AT&T Broadband occasionally 
subcontracts their work out to other vendors, and Chair- 
man Ryan suggested these vendors also be allowed to be 
exempt from pre-payment. But after discussing this with 
the Chief Dispatcher, she said it might be better to revert 
back to invoicing everyone unless lack of payment 
dictates otherwise. 

"When I had a conversation with (the Chief 
Dispatcher), she's not comfortable with handling money 
... (and) the busiest time for dispatch is in the morning," 
Chairman Ryan said. "We're going to try to suspend the 
present policy and do this in reverse. We'll keep track of 
anyone who doesn't pay in that 30-day cycle, and if they 
don't they'll go on the pre-pay list. If they don't (pre-pay), 
they can't do the work." 

"If it just starts becoming a problem where we're

list," Selectman Nunes said. "If they can't insure their 
contractors, Fd take them off the list, too/ 7 

"The policy is going to apply to everybody now/ 7 
Mr. Huntoon clarified. "There isn't going to be an exemp- 
tion list anymore." 

In order to give vendors even more incentive to 
pay the invoice within 30 days, Selectman Nunes also 
suggested either a higher interest rate or a flat late fee. 
With that, the board unanimously voted to institute a $25 
late fee for any bills which are not paid within 30 days.

certain things that have to be done now, and we need 
them to be done in cooperation with other boards and I'm 
hoping that we're going to be able to come up with a 
method of handling the Zoning By-Law enforcement/ 7 

Mr. Francis was upset and said he wanted to 
"address some of the statements which were made at the 
last meeting" regarding the ZEO position, since he wasn't 
present. 

"The separation (of Building Commissioner and 
ZEO) wasn't my request — it wasn't anything I wanted 
done," Mr. Francis said. "I questioned the legality of it at 
the time.

"Can the town make a by-law which supercedes 
(state law)?" Chairman Ryan asked, admitting it was the 
first time she scrutinized the wording. "What we're trying 
to do is fix the mistakes of the past." 

"If Kopelman and Paige reviewed it and blessed 
it ... we should have current Town Counsel review it and 
see if they made a mistake," Selectman Nunes suggested. 

"I want things cleared, because my name has 
been muddied around a bit (in the press)," Mr. Francis 
stressed. "I'm defending what's happened the last seven 
years.

defaults to the Building Inspector/ 7 Selectman Parker 
added. "This is not something which is unheard of/ 7 

"There is no license required, 77 Mr. Francis 
corrected. "To be a Building Inspector or a Zoning En- 
forcement Officer, you don't need a license. You just have 
to be certified. There's no licensing required ... that's a 
misnomer. I just want the people in town to know I 7 m not 
negligent in my duties. 77 

"When I get this slammed in my face ... that I 7 m 
supposed to be the Zoning Enforcement Officer (ZEO) for 
Chapter 40B, well, I was told not to, 77 Mr. Francis said. 

"In my opinion, what was done then was not 
done very nicely, 77 Chairman Ryan agreed. "We don't 
know yet if it was legal or not, and if it was allowable, 
shame on them. If it wasn't allowable, that opens up a 
whole other can of worms. What we're trying to do is set 
up a system now so everyone knows Zoning Enforcement 
goes to Bob Francis, the Building Commissioner." 

"I would like this by-law to go back to Kopelman 
and Paige," Selectman Nunes suggested. "They should 
stand behind their word ... we passed a by-law based on 
their legal advice. If this by-law is correct, it seems to me 
we can appoint someone other than the Building Com- 
missioner as Zoning Enforcement Officer." 

"If you're saying this by-law is wrong, we can 
either correct the by-law or reinstate me (as ZEO) with 
full powers including the use of Town Counsel and being 
able to act independently without political influence," Mr. 
Francis said. "I will do the job as well as I did seven years 
ago before all this baloney happened." 

With that, the board unanimously voted to 
reinstate Mr. Francis as ZEO, effective July 1, 2002. 

When Selectman Nunes asked him if he would be 
able to commit to the additional ZEO duties, Mr. Francis 
said it would require a lot more time.

"I'm working Saturdays and 
Sundays as it is now/ 7

I found a baby bird on the ground. What should 
I feed it? 

Baby birds are frequently found near their nests. 
If the bird has no feathers, try to find the nest 
and put the bird back. If the bird is mobile and 
feathered, keep dogs and cats away from the 
area and the mother bird will probably feed and 
care for it. 

I thought that if I touched the bird the mother bird 
would smell my scent and would reject the baby.

Divine Secrets of the Ya-Ya Sisterhood. Starring Sandra Bullock, 
Ellen Burstyn, and Ashley Judd. Directed by Callie Khouri. Running 
time: 116 minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. At AMC Cinema 12 at the 
North Dartmouth Mall and Flagship Cinemas in New Bedford. 

You hear something in the audience for Divine Secrets of the 
Ya-Ya Sisterhood you don't hear often any more: the sound of 
middle-aged women laughing. In the summer of spider-men and 
Jedi knights, this movie strides in with a confident air of experience 
and estrogen. I may not have known it, but I was really ready for 
a movie like this one. It is determinedly not aimed at my segment 
of the audience, which made it all the more refreshing to me. 
Maybe, too, I usually don't bother with material like this — which 
generally sinks to the level of "Lif etime, the Network for Women" 

— and here it's done smartly and solidly for once. 

The movie is taken from two cult-popular novels by Rebecca 
Wells, the same-named 1996 book and its 1992 predecessor Little 
Altars Everywhere. I've sampled enough of the former to know 
that the movie gets Wells 7 lif e-is-crazy-but what' s-the-alternative? 
tone of whimsy and forbearance. Callie Khouri, who won the 
hearts of many female moviegoers eleven summers ago with her 
Oscar-winning script for Thelma & Louise, has eased into her first 
directing job with material that seems to fit her perfectly. Khouri 
understands and loves Southern women, their particular 
madnesses and glories. Wells gives her the tools she needs to 
make a multi-generational women's mini-epic that never lapses 
into victimology. 

Sandra Bullock, alert and snappish, is Siddalee Walker, a 
New York theater director beginning to get recognition. Thus 
begins her trouble: In an interview with Time, Siddalee lets slip 
that her childhood with her mercurial mom — played in twilight 
by Ellen Burstyn and in early adulthood by Ashley Judd — was 
often bumpy enough to "help her creativity." Vivi, the mother, 
goes ballistic when she reads the article; her best friends — Caro 
(Maggie Smith), Teensy (Fionnula Flanagan), and Necie (Shirley 
Knight), with whom Vivi formed the Ya-Ya Sisterhood in girlhood 

— come to the rescue. They spirit Siddalee away from New York 
and home to Louisiana, using a tactic insane enough to be almost 
plausible. Their plan is to fill Siddalee in on who her mother was 
and why she did what she did. 



The revelations come at an unhurried pace. If you enjoy 
watching the veteran actresses — and Bullock flowering in their 
presence — as much as I did, you won't want them to hurry. 
Khouri sets a comfortable stage for her performers and gets out of 
their way. She's exceedingly gentle with the men in the cast — 
James Garner as Vivi's long-suffering husband Shep, Angus 
Macfadyen as Siddalee's equally patient fiance — which should 
blow away any lingering perception of Khouri as a man-basher 
(everyone seems to forget that Harvey Keitel's cop was the sanest 
character in Thelma & Louise). And Ashley Judd, for whom I've 
traditionally had little use as an actress — she usually comes off 
as too hard, glossy, actressy — comes through as the impetuous, 
gradually unstable younger Vivi. She nails a wordless, almost 
expressionless scene of self-loathing in front of a mirror; she 
makes us feel Vivi's helpless rage when all three of her kids get 
sick at once. 

Movies like this have to end with tearful mother-daughter 
reconciliations and a final scene where family and friends gather 
for a rip-roaring celebration. Divine Secrets earns the sniffles and 
laughs it gets at the end. In outline, this isn't a lot different from 
what you might see on Lifetime. In execution, it's a fine piece of 
work about women who go back decades and who know each 
other better than they know themselves, and about the unhappy 
younger woman whom three of the women embrace as if she 
were their own blood. Which, in a way, she is. Divine Secrets 
covers most of the women' s-weepie bases without pushing too 
much. Unfaithful, About a Boy, Insomnia, and now this — moviegoers 
uninterested in special effects and power fantasies have at least 
had some workable alternatives this summer. Let's enjoy them 
while they last, shall we?
